Tue letter of a ‘Portuguese Rosidents 
which sppoared in our Saturday’s issue, 
while it contains mush that.is true, seems 
to miaconstrue what was said by Dr Ho 
Kai at the last mooting of the Sanitory 
Board. In that letter objection is taken to 
the astatomont attributed to Dr Ho Kai, 
which statement is thus paraphrased—'that, 
if the Chineso medicino is not hurtful, cer- 
tainly it doce no good to the patient," This 
ie not what Dr Ho Kai said, but even if it 
wero, ‘Portuguese Resident’ has entiroly 
misunderstood the moaning of the loarned ~ 
Doctor. Dr Ho Kai was speaking apecially 
of diphtheria, typhoid, and typhus, and his 
remark, which has been so freely para- 
phrased by our correspondent, was a direct 
reference to typhus, of which disexse the 
Doctor ‘alleged that the Chinese doctors 
know absolutely nothing. This being a0, 
the Doctor added thut the Chinese medicos 
‘applied remedies which, if not hurtfal} 
@id no good.’ Wo supposd fow persons 
know. more about the good and ‘bad quali- 
ties of Chinese methods of treating disease 
than Dx Ho Kai, Therefore he is probably 
better qualified than anyone can be ta 
advocate that the Chinese doctors should 
bo encouraged to report infectious disease 
vathor than bo threatened and punished for 
not reporting, Typhus ho: gives og un 
exaroplo of tha diseases which are quito 
beyond the kn wledge of the native doctors: 
therefore, ho urgues, it would be unfair to 


punish them for failing to reportit. But 
‘ Portuguese Resident’ infers from thia that 
Dr Ho Kai condemns all Chineso drugs and 
practitioners,—whieh ia not only very in- 
correct, but is manifestly unfair, For 
tmany ailments Chinese methods appear to 
be good and effectual : for others quite out 
of their reach, remedies insufficient and of- 
ten hurtful are applied. Dr Ho Kai, in 
common with all well-wishors of tho 
Chinese, is desirous of teaching the Chinesd 
about those diseases, and of getting the 
Government to lend hand in’ accomplish- 
ing this laudable object. 


Ir has been noticed that the beginning of 
the winter season is always marked by an 
increase in the number of casea of robbery, 
and this season is apparently not to be an 
exception to the rate.

Tue Registrar General's returns of dirthe | 
aud deaths for the third quarter of 1¢88, 
ending 30th September, ara published in 
Saturday's Gazette, Tho births during thia 
poried woro—British and Foreign cummu- 
nity 43, Ohineno 317, The deaths wore— 
British and Foroiga community 72, Chincso 
1,528, Tho numbor of births is somewhat 
less ond the number uf deatha somewhat 
more thau during the samo period last 
year, Tt would be rash however, to 
to draw any conclusions as to the general 
health of the Colony from a ainglo quarter's 
atatiatics, ‘Che increasv in tho deaths may 
be more than accounted for by the victinis to 
cholera nostras in tho beginning of July. 
For tho remainder of the quarter the rate 
is comparatively low. Tho decreasy in the 
number of births among the Chineso is 
doubticas due to the middle class Ohinesa 
sending thoir wives and familica to Canton 
owing to the catertionate rents demanded 
in the Colony, -Thus, although tho popa- 
lation has increas.d, there is reason to bo- 


liove that the number of families has de- 
creased. Of eouray it must not bo forgotten 
that the rogistration of Chinose birthe in 
evidently ao defective as ta make deduc- 
tions from the statistics more or leas guess- 
work, Still, us there is no ground for sup- 
posing the registration was specially delec- 
tive Inst quarter or that infanticide was 
specially rampant, the cauae uf decrease we 
have indicated seeme a very probable one. 
Tus firo in Praya Central, the outbreak of 
which wo reforred to in Saturday cvening’s 
paper, was fortunately checked beforo it 
did much damage to tho houses adjoining 
that in which it broke out. Tho house 
which has been gutted (No 46) wus uccnpi- 
ed in part by a bamboo and china.ware 
dealer, whose shop was in the ground floor, 
and who used the first floor as a store. 
The second and third floors ware occupied 
by families. It waa in the atore referred 
to that tho firo was tirat noticed, but its 
origin is ns yet unknown, The contents of 
tho shop and storo wereingured with Messrs 
Turner and Co. in August last for $2000. 
Tho rapidity with which the tire progreased 
left the occupants of the upper fivora but 
little time to make their escape, and this was 
tho causo of several accidents that occurred, 
one of them resulting fatally. A woman who 
lived on the second floor, on finding that tho 
house was on fire, took the youngest of her 
children, 2 buy, on her back, and, telling

Ho noticed an unpleasant udor 
and spoke te some of the workmen aboutit, 

The laborcra fancied that it might be 
some thief’s plunder, and xt the dinner 
hoyr they determined tu drayit cut. They 
picked the bundle ap and carried it abuut 
a dozen yards into a partially lighted cer, 
rider. The bundle was done yp in some 
black stuff and firmly tied and Lound with 
strong twjue. Several persons gathored 
atuuad to see what the contents were, and, 
aa they proceeded to ent the atring, to their 
horror they uncovered the trunk of a wall. 
formed woman. The corpse was deprived 
of its upper limbs, the legs, with the lower 
portion of the hady about the pelvis, having 
also beon out away. Tho body, placed on 
its back, was wrapped in a skirt of somo 
atoff like black mohaiz, and a steal dress 
im prover was included tn the parcel. 

‘The. fesh hyd a.dark reddish hye, aa iz 
it had been plontifully sprinided with an 
antiseptic, Becorposttion, howaver, had 
made Fapid strides Githin, and the remains 
were in an adyanced state of putrification.

EMPEROR FREDEBIOE.

THE CHINESE EXSLUSION BILL. 
PRESIDENT ULEVELAND'S MESSAGE. 
Washington, Votober J.—Tho Preaident 
to-day aigued the Chineso bill. The fellow- 
ing measnge was vent Lo Congress by him : 
J have this day approved the House bill 
supplementary to an act entitled ‘An act 
to exocute certain treaty stipulations relut- 
ing tu the Chinese,’ approved tha 6th day 
of May, 1882. It seems to me that some 
auygestions and recommendations may pro- 
perly accompany my approval of this bill. 
Its objoct is to more effectually accomplish 
by legislation the exclusion from thia 
country of Chinese laborers, The experi- 
thant. of blending the social habits and race 
idiosyncrasiss of the Chinese laboring 
classes with those of the great hody of the 
people of the United States hus been proved 
by an exporience of twenty years, and ever 
since the Burlingame treaty of 1868, to be 
in every sense unwise, impulitic and inju- 
tious to both nations. ith the lapse of 
time the necessity for its abandonment has 
grown in force, until those having in charge 
the governments of the respective countrios 
have resolved to modify and sufficiently 
abrogate all those features of prierfonven- 
tieual arrangements which permitted the 
coming of Chinese laborers to the United 
States. . a 
In the modification of prior conventions 
the troaty of November 17, 1880, was cone 
cluded, whereby, in. tho first ‘article 
thereuf, it was agreed that the United 
States should at will regulate, limit or 
suspend the coming of Chinese Inborers to 
tho United States, but aut absolusely 
prohibit it; and under this articlo. an Act 
of Congress, approved May 6, 1882, and 
amended July 0, 1884, suspended for ten 
years the coming of Chinese laborers to the 


United States, and reguluted the going and 
coming of such Chinesa Inborera as wore at 
that time in tho United States. It waa, 
however, soon made ovident that the 
mercenary greed of parties who were 
trading in the labor of this clasa of Chinese 

prlation was proving tov strung for the 
Just executiva of the law, and that a 
virtual defest of the object and intent of 
buth the law and treaty was being fraudu- 
tently accomplished by false pretenas and 
perjury, contrary to the expressed will of 
oth Governments. Ty such an extent has 
the successful yivlation of ibe treaty and 
lawa enacted for its oxecution proyressud, 
that the Courtsin the Pacific States have 
been for some. lime past vverwhelmed by 
the exumination of uses uf Chinese: 
laborers who ayo churged with having 
entered our ports — under - fraudulent 
eortificates uf return, or who seek to es. 
tablish by. perjury a claim. of prior 
residence. Such demonstation of the 
inoperative and iuefiicien, cundition 4% 49 
treaty and law hos produced, deep-seated 
and increasing discontont ‘among the peuplu 
of the United Stal os, and especially with 
thesa real ont 0 the Pacitie Coast. This 
Zea Induced ine to umit no effurt to find an 
eifectual remedy for the. evila complained 
of and to answer the earnest popular 
demand for tha absolute exclusion of Chi- 
nese Jaborers having objecta and purposes 


unlike our own and wholly. discunnected 


with American citizenship, . 

Aided by the presenes.in this country of 
able and intelligent diplomaticand cousular 
officers of the Chineze Government and re- 
presentations made from time to time by 
our Minister in China, under inatructions of 
the Department of State, the actual con- 
dition of public sentiment and the status of 
affairs in the Dnited States tas been fully 
knowa to the Goverament of China. The 
necessity for, a remedy haa been {ally ap- 
preciated by. that Government, and m 
August, 1886, our Minister’ at Peking re- 
ceived frum the Chinese Foreign Office a 
communication anuonueing that China, of 
her own accord, propused to ecatablish a 
system ol atrich aud absolute prohibition on 
her laborers under heavy penalties from 
coming to the United States, Likewise to 
prohibit the retarn te the United States of 
any Chineso Juborer who has, at any time, 
been back to China, in order, iu the words 
of the comiaunication, ‘that Chincsu la. 
borers may gradually be reduced in nnn. 
ber, and tle eanses of danger averted aud 
their lives preserved.’ Thia view of the 
Chinesy Guvsrawent was completely in 
harmony with that of the United States, 
and wes by my direction apuedilp fur- 
mulated in a treaty draft between the two 
nations, embodying the propositions pre- 
sented by the Chinese foreign office, Tho 
deliberations, frequent oral discugsions and 
corpeZpondence on the general’ questions 
that ensued have been fully communicated 
by me to the Senate st the present 
session, and, as contained in the Senate 
executive . documents, parts 1 aud: &, 
Sanate . execative document, No . 272, 
may be properly referred to ad containing 
acotmplete histery of the transactions. 

As 8 thls cray tu leura how the joint 
desires pnd tunequivecs! mutval upder- 
sianding of the-(wo governments were 


which; after a mutual exhibition of plonary 


powors from the respective Governments, 
was signed and concluded -by the plonipo- 
tentisries of the United States and China, 
nt this enpital, March 12th last, being aub- 
mitted ‘for the advige and consent of the 
Senate fur its confirmation, on the 7th 

of May last, accompanied by two amend- 
monts which that body ongrafted upon it. 

On the 12th day of the samo month the 
Chinese Minister, who waa the plenipo- 
tentiary of his Government in tho nogotia- - 
tion and conclusion of the treaty, in a note 
ta the Sccrotary of State gave his approval 
of these amendments, ‘as. thoy did not, 
altor tha terme. of . tho, treaty,’ and the 
amendments wore at once telegraphed: to 
China, whither the original treaty had pra- 
viously beon sont, immediately : after :its 
signature on March 22th, On the 18th day. 
of last_ month 1 approved’ Sonate -bill No. 
3304, ‘to prohibit tho coming of Chiness 
laborera to the United: States.’ Thig bill 
was intended to supplement tho trésty, and 
waa approved in the contident anticipation 
of au early exchange of ratifications of tho 
treaty and its amendments, and the pro- 
clamation of tho samo, upoa vhich ovont 
the legislation 8» approved was by: its tezma 
to take offect. No information-of any de- 
finite action upon the treaty by the Chinesa 

overnment waa received until the 21st 
ultino, the day that che bill which I bave 
just approved was presented to ma, when a 
tolegram from our Miniater at Peking ta 
the Sceretary of State announced ths re- 
fueal on tho part of tho Chinese. Gorern- 
ment to exchange ratificationa of the trouty 
unless further diacussion be had with a viow 
to shorten the period stipulated in. the 
treaty for the exclusion of Chinesa Inborors 
and to chango the conditions agrecd on, 
which shoold entitle any Chineso laborer 
who might go back to Ohina to zoturn again 
to tho United States. 

By a note from the Charga @’Affaires ad 
interim of Chinn to tho Secretary of State, 
recvived on the evening of the 26th ult. (a 
copy of which is. herewith. tranemitted to- 
gethor with the reply thereto) a third ant 
endniont is proposed whereby tha ocrtificate 
under which any departing Chinese laborer 
alleging possession of property in the United 
States would be enabled ‘to return to this 
country, should bo granted by the Chinese 
Consul instead of tho United States Col- 
loctor, a8 has been provided in the treaty, 
Theobriousand necessary affost of this lab 
proposition would be practically to place the 
execution of the treaty beyond the control 
of the United States. Article 1 of the 
treaty, proposed to ba so materially altered, 
had, in tho course of the negotiations, beon 
suttlod in aequivsconce with the request of 
tho Chinese Plenipotontiary, and to his ex- 
pressed satisfaction. 

-, Tv 1886, as sppeara in the documents 
heretofore referred to, the Ohineso Foreign 
Office had formally proposed te our Ministor 
tha strict exclusion of Ohiness laborors from 
the United Statos without limitation, ond ” 
had otherwise and moro. definitely stated 
that no term whutever for the exclusion was | 
necessary, for the reason that China would 
of itself take steps to prevent its laborers 
from coming tothe United States; - 

Tn the course of negotiations that follow- 
ed a suggestion from the same quarter led 
to tho inssrtion in bobal€ of the United 
States of the term of thirty years, and this 
term, upon represontations of tho Chinese 
plenipotentiary, was. reduced to twenty 
years, and, finally, so agreed upon, 

Article 11 was wholly of Chineso origina. 
tion, and to that alone owss its presence in 
tho treaty, and it is hors pertineut to romarie 
that everywhere in the United States laws 
for collection of debts are oqually available 
to all creditors without respect to raca 
sox, nationality or place of residenco, and 
equally with citizons or subjecta of. the 
moat favored nations and with ‘citizena of 
the United States, recovery can be had’in 
any Court of juatica in the United States 
by aaubject of China, whether of tho Ta- 
boring or other-class, . 

No disability acoruesa from non-residenco 
of plaintiff, whoso claim can be éhforced in 
tho uaual way by him or his assignes on at- 
torney in our courts of justice, In thig 
tcapeat it cannol be alleged that there oxists 
the slightcat discrimination againgt Chiness 
subjects, and it ia a notable fact that large 
trading firays and companios and individual 
merchants and traders of that’ nation 
are profitably. established at nomorons 
points throughout tho Union, in. whose. 
hands every claim transmitted. by absont 
Chivamen of a just and Pern nature 
could be completely inforced..-.. 

The admitted ond paramount right aud 
duty of every government to exclude from 
its bordera all cloments of foreign popula- 
tin. which retard ‘its prosperity? of are 
detrimental to the. moral and physical 
health of its oe Jo, must ‘be regarded 
a3 6 reeogniged canon of international: 
law and intercourss. China ‘heraolf has 
not dissented from thia doctrine, bot 
has by the expression to ‘which I’ hava 
reforred led ua confidently to tely upon 
such action on her part in co-oporacion with 
us ag would enforce the exclusion of Chiners 
laborers frou. our country. ! , . 

This 9¢-uperatioa has’ not howaver been 
accred ua, and thus from the tuexpected 
fad disappointing  rofusal of the Chinesa 
government to confirm: the acts ‘of its 
authorized agent, and to carry. into effect 
this internutional “agreement, the. msin 
ieature of which was voluntarily presented 
by that government for our acceptance, snd 
which has been the subject of long ard 
careful deliberation, .an. emergency “his 
arisen ia which the. government. of ‘the 
United States is called upon to act in self. 
defense by the exerciag of ita legislative - 
powers, . + 

T cannot but regard the expressed demand 
on the part of China for re-exnmingtion and 
renewed discussion of the topica so com. - 
plately covered by mutual treaty atipalation, 
asan indefinite postponement anda prac. | 
tical abandonment of the ebjects wa have in 
view to which the Government of Ching 
may juatly be considered pledged. 


The facts and circumstances which I hava 
narrated lead me, in. performango-of what 
acoms to be my official duty, to join Con- 
uress in dealing legislatively with the ques- 
tion of the exoulsion of Chinese laborers, in 
lieu of further attempts to- adjust it "by in- 
ternational agreement, . But while thus ex- 
ercising our.undoubted right in the interests 
offour people and for the general welfare of 
our country, justice aud fairness seem to- 
require that some provision be medo by Act 
or Joint resolutin under which'soch Chi- 
nese laborers ag ahall actually.have embark. 
ed on their return to the United States bo- 
foro the passage of the law this day approv. 
ed, and who ate now. on their way, may bo” 
permitted to land, provided they have duly 
and lawfully obtained and shall present cer- 
tificates herviofore issued permitting themte 
rutura in accordence with the provisions of 
the oxistin luw.. Nor ahould our-recourme te 
legislative meaaures of exclusion cause us-te 
rere from the offer wo.have made tu int 
@- muify such Chinese, abjects ag have sufi 
fered dauages through viclenge in remote 
atid cuniparatively pusettled partions of our 
country atthe hindsofiawlessmen “Thurs. | 
fore I recommend, without acksuwledemy 
the legal liability therefor, bot-in a spirit 
of humanity befitting car vation, that thera 
be appropriated the sum -of $276,619.95, 
payable to the Chinese Minister at thig cap. 
ted, in bebalf of his Goverament, as fulline 
daunity for all losses and injuries sustained
